IBM.  but  conditions  beoime  so  chaotic  that  the 
little  republic  'vithin  n  few  rtmnth.s  voted  itself 
into  the  Rumanian  kingdom.  Russia  ruled 
Bessarabia  for  106  years,  but.  prior  to  that  rule, 
the  territory  had  been  the  eastern  half  of  the 
Human  State  of  Moldavia.  At  present  about 
one-saventh  of  the  population  i.^  Russian; 
Rugiina  Torm  more  than  three-fifths.  In  alt 
there  are  400.000  Ru».slans  In  Bessarabia  and 
Just  as  many  Humans  in  Russia  Just  acros.s 
the  Dneister  from  Rumania.  Moacow  has  created 
a  "Mnldavian"  republic,  with  Rumanian  a.<  the 
oinclal  language.

MOOIL  "T 
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Proposal  Accepted 
To  Limit  Yankees^ 
Power  in  Baseball 


Champions  Are  Prohibited  From  Trading  Inside 
Of  American  League  Except  by  Waiver  Route 
— 'Leagues  DisH(reed  on  Restricting  Farm 
Systems— Landk  WUl  Decide  Issue 


CINCINNATI,  Dec,  7  ^/P).  —  The 
National  and  American  League  dis- 
agreed today  on  proposals  to  forre 
Commissioner  KenesaiTlir.  Landls 
to  relax  his  restrictions  on  farm 
system-s,  virtually  leaving  the  nat- 
ter in  his  hands. 

The  American  League,  besides  re- 
jecting minor  league  club.s  on  the 
commissioners  power,  accepted  a 
proposal  by  Clark  Griffith,  of  the 
Washington  'Senators,  that  would 
prohibit  New  York  Yankees  from 
trading  In.side  the  American  League 
except  by  the  waiver  route  for  as 
long  as  they  remain  champions. 

The  latter  was  the  only  one  of 
several  suggestloru  by  Griffith  to 
limit  the  Yankees  power  that  .came 
to  a  vote  in  the  meeting  of  the 
Junior  tireult. 

The  same  rule  will  be  submitted 
to  a  Joint  meeting  of  the  two  major 
leagues  tomorrow,  but  President 
Will  Harridge  said  it  was  effec- 
tive Immediately  in  the  American 
Leagtie  and  ended  any  chance  of 
the  Bronx  Bombers  negotiating  a 
trade  here 

The  rule  as  adopted  read:  "The 
champlonsMp  ^ilub.  &>■  either  waajor 
league  .shall  not  be  permitted  to  ac- 
.qulre  a  player  contract  within  Its 
own  league  except  through  waiver 
channels  until  it  no  longer  Is  cham- 
pion.' 

I'NANIMOUS  VOTE 
Harridge  said  the  vote  was  unani- 
mous, Tlie  actlm.  of  the  Junior 
league  in  disamnoving  the  minor 
league  amendments  concerning 
working  acreenienf.s  came  as  a  ,st«rt- 
ling  development  after  the  National 
League  earlier  In  tha  day  had  voted 
approval  of  all. 

This  meant  the  measure  would  go 
before  the  joint  meeting  presided 
over  by  Landis  tomorrow,  with  the 
two  circuits  deadlockeil  In  a  one- 
to-one  vote  and  Landia  himself 
prlvHeged  to  cast  the  deciding  vote.

Dr.  Clemen.'  explainofl  the  .^v.stem 
of  tagging  that  had  been  developed 
by  the  biological  station,  in  co-op- 
eration with  the  fl^iherles  depart- 
ments of  British  Columbia  and  the 
United  States. 

'Hie  .speaker  rnnrluded  his  ad- 
dreiw  by  .showing  and  explaining  .a 
number  of  lantern  slides  illustrating 
some  of  the  work  of  the  station.
